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The applicant's argument that the invention disclosed by Mir et al. (US 6,450,887) allocates wagers to a single parimutuel betting pool has 
been considered. Upon further examination of the reference, it is shown that Mir et al. does in fact disclose allocating wagers made by 
game participants into at least one of a plurality of pools, as stated column 3, lines 3-6, wherein "Each wager forms a trivial pool of one, 
and either loses and is apportioned among the tiers of progressive pools, or wins and is awarded one of the progressive pools". This 
passage shows wagers placed on losing game outcomes are allocated in accordance with the associated predicted outcome, as recited in 
claims 14 and 20. In addition, figure 3b of Mir et al. discloses a winner selection screen featuring a plurality of current pools from which a 
player may choose to allocate their wager. 

Additionally, the applicant's argument that the invention disclosed by Mir et al. does not contain reference to an indicia correlation table for 
deriving the predicted outcomes from the indicia selections has been considered. Again, upon further examination of the reference it is 
shown that Mir et al. does in fact teach said indicia correlation table limitation, referred to by Mir in column 5, lines 40-48 as a skill 
database. The skill database presents the player with information, or skill data, about the past performance of a contestant in the form "a 
bar chart, a pie chart, numerically, or in another understandable form". This past performance data, or skill data, may be used to derive the 
predicted outcome of a contest.
